hang on the tree until the following spring. Tae black locust develops 
rapidly -when young and thrives even on poor soil. There are other kinds '• iion 
of locusts. 
In New England the black locust is sometimes called honey

true honey locusL The black locust has short, stout spines attached to the : 
bark like prickles of ross bushes ;md drop off or are easily broken off, v.-hile , 
the honey locust has long branch Ins thorns that are part cf the wood and 
cannot bo easily detached except by cutting. Then, too, the pod of the 
boney locust is six to eighteen inches lonu, bright brown or purplish in 
eolor, always more or loss curved or twisted and must be torn apart, while 
those of the black locust split open easily.
